The December meeting of the Dis- 
trict #37 Sports Committee attended to 
some important business that had been 
tabled from the previous month. 

The Competition Committee had rec- 

ommended the loss of points as punish- 
ment for rule infractions either for a 
club or for individuals and the vote on 
this recommendation passed 32-5. A 
club shall suffer the loss of all. point 
runs for the following season for in- 
fractions regarding the following:— 
A. The depositing of lime on the high- 
ways. Lime may be used to mark the 
turnoff and the sideroads only. None is 
to be used on the highways. All posters 
must show complete directions for the 
location ,of the run which includes 
desert or scrambles. 


B. A club must provide separate sani- 
tary facilities for both men and women 
at desert events. The public authorities 
have asked for this and if we do not 
comply, the races could be shut down 
as there is a health law covering this. 
C. Refuse must be cleaned up in the pit 
areas on desert events. A suggestion 
had been made at a previous meeting 
for the clubs to provide trash barrels, 
but one club pointed out that it had had 
its barrels dumped out and then stolen, 
so the suggestion is for large boxes to 
be used. Local authorities such as the 
Forestry Service will check an area 
after a race to see if the location has 
been left in a fit condition, and one

representative stated that if people 
would just clean up their own messes | 


this whole hassle would not have been 
necessary. 


D. Clubs must turn in their results to 
the Competition Committee within two 
weeks or lose 50 points per club mem- 
ber. If results are still not received 
within 31 days then the above penalty 
of losing all point runs for the following 
year will be enacted. One representative 
suggested that since one man, perhaps 
a new member, could foul up everyones’ 
points in his club by making a mistake, 
perhaps a monetary fine would be fairer. 

After the business of the Competition 
Committee was acted upon, President 
Jean Carter brought up the election of 
the newly created office of Recording 
Secretary. Only one nomination was

turned what seemed a sure cancellation, due to rain early Sunday morning, 
into one of the best races of the season. At ten in the morning the track was 
well suited for ski boats, frogmen and the stronger varieties of waterfowl, 
but by noon club members, with the aid of a large amount of competitors, had 
the track shaped up enough for practice and by the time the final events 
were staged, it was in near perfect condition. 


This isn’t the first time an event 
at Sprockets Park has been saved 
with a lot of hard work and it proba- 
bly won’t be the last. The Sprockets 
never seem to be short of manpower. 
If a National TT is ever awarded to 
another track in Califomia, the 
Bakersfield Sprockets are more than 


capable of running a smooth, safe 
event and should be considered 
prime candidates. 


Off and Racing

One week ago at Irwindale Raceway, the smaller displacement machines 
swept all paths:of opposition via an elapsed time handicap and won victories 
in top street and top gas. The only large machine to retain its place of honor 
was the Triumph of Murray and Cook and if there had been a handicap in the 
fuel bike classes it is possible they would have also entered the group of 


defeateds. 

Bob Braverman won the E gas bike 
class trophy before qualifying for top 
gas eliminations and in the process es- 
tablished an unofficial all-time record 
for 250cc machines. The super light 
TD1B Yamaha and rider, traveled the 
1320 feet in a short elapsed time of 
12.36 seconds and ended this quick trip 
at a speed of 103.95 miles per hour. 
When the moment came for a final elimi- 
nation in top gas class, the Yamaha had 
dropped its elapsed time by one quarter 
second to secure the honors. 

The race for top street victory was 
decided by various factors ranging from 
missed shifts to flat getting out of shape. 
Not getting involved with these problems 
and maintaining a constant E.T, led Le 
Roy Wyman’s Honda to a runaway win. 
LeRoy’s best of the day on the 350cc 
Honda was 13.87 at 93.03 mph. LeRoy 
was second in the ranks of quick street 
bikes and the one which held top elapsed 
time was Dick Strickland and BSA. Dick 


Strickland many low thirteen-second 
runs but had managed to turn a best of 
12.97 seconds with a speed of 102.97 
miles per hour. Dick has only one obe 
jection to cycle drag competition in the 
quarter mile and that is you have to 
ADT the darn things-and go straight as 
well! 

Top fuel again saw Jeff Gough and 
his 650cc Triumph matched against 
Murray & Cook’s double “Flustration”. 
This was a race with one not so far 
ahead of the other. When it was all over 
Murray & Cook took the bucks with an 
elapsed time of 10.60 at 155.44 mph to 
Jeff’s 11.05 — 131.77 mph. 


Fontana Drag Winners — 160 Next 

That twin engine winner of Saturday 
night’s action made up for lost elapsed 
time and took one more step up the lad- 
der towards 160 miles per hour. The

Automobile drivers are more often 
at fault than motorcycle drivers 
whenever the two vehicles collide! 
This was the conclusion arrived at 
as the result of a study completed 
by the Washington State Department 
of Motor Vehicles. 

The research covered 73 fatal 
motorcycle accidents that occurred 
in Washington in 1965 and 41 in 
1966. Douglas Toms, DMV Director 
for the state of Washington said, 
“of fatal motorcycle accidents in- 
volving a second vehicle, 70 per 
cent were the fault of the other ve- 
hicle’s driver.” 

FAILURE TO YIELD right of way to 
motorcyclist was the most common cause 
of accidents. Drivers of the cars in- 
volved, when later interviewed, usually 
reported that they simply did not see 
the motorcyclists. 

Another finding was that about three 
out of ten persons killed on motorcycles 
were riding borrowed or rented bikes. 
Toms concluded that inexperience and 
unfamiliarity with the vehicle was prob- 
ably a major factor in these accidents. 

The median age of motorcyclists 
killed in accidents was 19 years, but 
the ages varied from as young as 10 to 
as old as 70 years. Head injuries ac- 
counted for 64 per cent of the deaths 
involving motorcyclists. 

The actions to be taken by motor- 
cyclists that are indicated by the con- 
clusions of the Washington study are 
obvious. 

1. Don’t insist on your “right” of way. 

You might be dead right. 

2. Be seen! Wear light clothing and turn 
on the headlamp. 

3. Don’t loan your bike. 

4. Wear a helmet, 


SPECIAL REPORT 


Because all of the RRC Officials 
were hoping to let a very unpleasant 
incident die an unpublicized death, 
the following report was not im- 
mediately submitted. As Mr. Joe H. 
Soto has chosen to make the incident 
public, all the facts should now be 
available. (Ed, Note: See “Voice” 
Vol. III 444.) 

1. According to Hal Brown of the Cali- 
fomia Eagles; Mr. Soto arrived at the 
California Eagles Poker Run, Sunday, 
October 16th, 15 minutes before the 
check point closed. (Note: this would 
be after he aided the stranded motor- 
cyclist) Mr. Soto reportedly spent the 
next 15 minutes at the check point 
talking, and left immediately in front of 
the Wunks family after they closed the 
check point. 
2. When Mr. Soto arrived at the finish, 
according to Hal Brown, Mr. Soto was 
informed that he, with the other 50 late 
arrivals, was late and ineligible for the 
dress competition although they were 
all eligible tor the drawings. 
3. According to Bill Miller, Acting RRC 
Referee; Mr. Soto came to him protesting 
the disqualification. Mr. Miller (per 
Supplemental Rules ART Ill B, Sec. 17) 
eried the crowd as to whether the 
eadline should be extended so that 
Mr. Soto might qualify for the dress 
competition, The rules states that, 
“No deadline shall be extended without 
the unanimous approval of all officials 
and participants arriving before the 
deadline.” The noes were several and 
loud. 


4. According to Bill Miller; He told Mr. 
Soto that he (Soto) had no protest ac- 
cording to the miles. This reporter 
clearly overneard Mr. Miller tell Mr. 
Soto, “Tony, if you want w throw away 
$10 on a protest, write it up and PN 
take it, but you don’t have a leg to 
stand on.” Mr. Soto wrote the protest 
and submitted it with $10 to the Referee. 
5. The RRC Executive Board reviewed 
Mr. Miller’s decision at their meeting 
October 26th, As Mr. Soto had not ap-

pealed the Referee’s decision, the E- 
Board could not conduct an appeal 
hearing. 

6. The E-Board decided to temporarily 
suspend the disciplenary action against 
Mr. Soto as requested by Califomia 
Eagle, Ivan Gay, who cited the sections 
of the mules dealing with Misbeha viour, 
Corrupt Practices, and Ungentlemenly 
Conduct. 

Those are the facts as given to 
Cycle News. It would appear that 
there is a king-size misunderstand- 
ing on the part of Mr. Soto regarding 
the RRC Supplemental Rules on 
which he was disqualified and the 
proper procedure for protests. 

The rules are quite clear and the 
riders rendered the decision on Mr. 
Soto and the other late arrivals. Mr. 
Soto’s story of helping another 
cyclist was related to the riders so 
they had the information. At that 
time the best dressed judging had 
already started. 

Many of the riders were upset 
because of Mr. Soto’s reasoning: He 
was disqualified because he was 
late, he was late because he helped 
another motorcyclist, therefore he 
was disqualified because he helped 
the cyclist. 

It appears that Mr. Soto did not 
understand the protest procedure 
before he insisted on submitting his 
protest and $10 to Mr. Miller. Ac- 
cording to the rules; this was the 
fee for the protest that Miller had 
actually decided on the spot. It did 
not become official, of course, until 
money showed up. According to the 
rules (ART III B, Sec. 1) Mr. Soto 
must now appeal to the RRC E- 
Board, in writing and with another 
$10. That E-Board decision can 
then be appealed to the AMA Com- 
petition Committee for only $5. The 
final appeal goes to an appeal 
board of the AMA. (AMA Rules; 
ART XXXXI, Secs. 3 and 4). If at 
any time the decision against Mr. 
Soto is overturned, he naturally gets 
all of his money returned. 

The RRC Protest Procedure 
parallels the AMA procedure except 
that the first two steps are kept in 
the RRC as instructed by the AMA. 
Mr. Soto’s and any other Road Rid- 
er’s protection extends all the way 
to the top just as any competition 
rider’s does. This is one item that 
their $2 AMA membership fee pays 
for. 

J.M. Jones reports that several 
riders who had joined with Mr. Soto 
in shouting their protests, came to 
him (as RRC Chmn) after they real- 
ized the facts and apologized for 
their behaviour. 

Hal Brown reported that Mr. Soto 
so thoroughly insulted a young lady 
(Miss Sandy Purdy) that his words 
sent her fleeing in tears to the 
women's room. Del Burmmett re- 
ports that Mr. Soto called one of the 
older ladies of the Calif. Eagles 
“a fat slob.” 

Judging by these reports and 
several others who witnessed the 
events on the run, Mr. Soto should 
be prepared to defend himself 
against several charges of ungentle- 
menly conduct.

We have been watching the sport of 
organized road riding with great inter- 
est this recent year. Cycle News has 
always felt that pavement sports are 
often neglected by readers, racers, re- 
porters and the AMA, even though a 
heckofa lot of fun and profit is repre- 
sented here. 

In our year-long perusal of the road 
riding scene we have learned that road 
clubs, for the most part, are unimagina- 
tive and rather exclusive little enclaves 
of riders banded together to ride motor- 
cycles, decorate motorcycles and ad- 
mire motorcycles. Other activities are 
engaged in, but we hear very little 
about them. 

As we see it, the ideal heroes of the 
road going cycle set would be an at- 
tractive couple dressed in expensive 
matching outfits, who ride their elabor- 
ately customized new “74” to every 
road run under all kinds of conditions 
and still arrive spotless. 

Mr. and Mrs. Tony Soto of Dominguez 
Hills fit this description better than 
anyone else we have seen, yet they 
were denied entry in a contest by a jury 
of their peers, even though there were 
mitigating circumstances.

to the rules, 

Sure Mr. Soto was upset. And al- 
though motorcyclists have not been 
traditionally associated with good man- 
ners, we suspect that some of the hurt 
feelings could have been avoided by 
either side in the dispute. Now that his 
protest has been denied, Mr. Soto will 
accept his fate as cheerfully as possi- 
ble, as a good sportsman should. But 
he still wonders, as do we, if on the 
next scheduled ‘RRC road run, the 
riders will pass up stranded motorists 
without offering to help, rather than 
tisk being voted a loser for arriving 
late. Now that competitors have the 
final say-so whether a late entry may 
compete, will the motto of the RRC be 
“Punctuality before Public Relations,” 
or “Help Out— The Sport You Save 
May Be Your Own?”

grams in safety, he said. “I have heard 
about your movies and pamphlets and 
efforts to build more safety into your 
motorcycles and this is good,” the 
Doctor said. But, he pointed out, the 
carmakers presented the same defense 
to congress and it didn’t do them very 
much good, The questions that caused 
Detroit to lose their argument were 
asked by a congressman: “How much 
profit have you made on the sale of your 
product, and what percentage of this 
profit have you spent on safety?” How 
about that, Honda? What would you an- 
swer, M.S. & A.T.A.? One percent? 
One-half of one percent? 

Dr. Hartman concluded by advising 
the motorcycle industry to get behind 
one single associationand work together 
against the common enemy, motorcycle 
accidents. We endorse this advice 100%. 
Right now the only group which has a 
chance to achieve significant progress 
in the field of motorcycle safety is the 
MS&ATA. Unfortunately, they are ham- 
pered because Honda, the company with 
60% of the U.S. market is not a member. 
How about it, Honda? Safety affects us 
all, but the Trade Association cannot 
do it without you. And even mighty 
Honda cannot do it alone. -Chuck Clayton

made, that of Maureen Lee by Don Kemp 
(Striped Crusaders) and she was ap- 
pointed to fill this position. 

The Shamrocks M.C., letter was re- 
read. This was in regards to a change 
in the point system of desert events. It 
dealt in brief with points being paid for 
a riders’ twelve top rides in a season, 
cutting out the necessity for running in 
every race just to keep your points up. 
A check had been made using this sys- 
tem by the Competition Committee and 
it had been found that the present top 
five riders would remain just where 
they. were in point standings if this sys- 
tem had been in effect. Buck Smith ex- 
plained again what he thought had been 
misunderstood about the suggestion. A 
rider could still ride as many events as 
he wished in a season, but he would 
receive points towards his following 
years” number for his best twelve rides. 
It seemed that there had been some con- 
fusion with some riders thinking that 
they would have to pick twelve events 
out of the whole desert calendar and 
ride those. The Competition Committee 
concurred with this idea and a motion 
was made to accept with their findings. 
A roll-call vote was taken but the mo- 
tion was defeated 31-20. 

Tex Myers (4-Aces) made a motion 
that enduros go back on the desert point 
list, a motion was made for this which 
also lost, 28-16. 

When Secretary-Treasurer Bill Adams 
read correspondence after the opening 
roll-call, several letters of note were 
read, including one from the DirtDiggers 
M.C. complimenting everyone on. their 
behaviour and performance at the Hope- 
town (Corriganville) event and for help- 
ing to make the event the success that 
it was. They also asked for an evalua- 
tion of their status now that that parti- 
cular weekend was over. Jean Carter 
said that they would have to get a char- 
ter before they could be admitted again 
to the District. 

An excellent letter from Gary Weber 
of the Sidehack Association was read, 
copies of which had been sent out to 
various branches of the news media. He 
was complaining about the lack of pub- 
licity that Corriganville received each 
year in spite of the crowds attending 
which compared favorably with ball- 
games, golf tournaments etc., and that 
the media chose to ignore motorcycle 
events despite receiving publicity re- 
leases about them.

This would 
greatly help the handling of the ambu- 
lance as to whether it be sent out after 
an injured man or not. 

The evening ended with the voting 
on National, Regional and District 
Championship races, and with clubs 
reserving dates for other events on the 
Date Board. 

When the Gripsters M.C. received the 
body’s vote for the District 437 Cham- 
pionship Scrambles, it was asked again 
about the return of National scrambles 
and how unfair it was that the desert 
still had National events but the scram- 
bles had been barred from Nationals. 


President Jean Carter asked National 
Committeeman Earl Flanders to explain 
A.M.A.'s policy on this and Flanders 
replied that we can have a district 
Championship, but none out of the 
District.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA ANNUAL TURKEY HARE AND HOUND 


North east of the Wagon Wheel Cafe about 10 or 12 miles up the Searles 
Valley towards Randsburg the So. Cal.M.C. held their annual Turkey Run. So. 
Cal. boys are a swinging bunch. I always put their runs right up there in the 
“runs to be remembered” class and this one was no exception. 

The weather Saturday night before the run was warm at 8 p.m. You could 
stand around in your shirt sleeves. A layer of alto cumulus clouds started to 
move in from the north and by 10 p.m. the moon had a fair size ring around it. 
I made the remark to somebody that tomorrow it will rain. Do I sound like a 
weather forecaster? Well, I was for quite a few years. Anyway I was hoping 
for a run in the rain just to see what it would be like with no dust. 

At 10 a.m. Sunday the So. Cal. boys said their riders meeting would be 
delayed a while as they were having trouble with the radio contact at check 
#2 and they didn’t want any unnecessary trouble. At 10:30 we had the riders 
meeting. The course was 2 equal loops of 35 miles each, 3 field checks on 
each loop and one at the pits. As we lined up for the start, I noticed that my 
right muffler hanger was broken and the pipe was dangling so I rushed around 
and got a piece of heavy baling wire from Wes Anderson and looped it around 
the pipe and frame in hopes that it would hold (it did). Got on the line and 
got my starting check and waited for about 15 minutes till all of a sudden it 
got real quiet. Then So. Cal. picked up the banner ever so gently and it bob- 
bled and a few nervous ones in the center of the line got excited and started 
their engines and left the line in a roar. The banner stayed put. I settled back 
down on the seat and said to myself “oh no, I did that jump start on the Sham- 
rocks run and paid for it by going 2 first loops. Not this time. As long asthat 
banner is up I’m staying,” and then boom the sneaky birds dropped it. Man 
what confusion! Somehow I got off the line real good and would you believe at 
that point it started to rain. Well now I don't honestly know which is worse, 
fog on the lens from the cold rain or the mud from the mixture of dust and rain 
or just plain dust. I guess it’s about a toss-up. As long as you stayed in 4th 
gear and kept moving at 40 mph or faster, it wasn’t bad. But if you slowed 
down it got foggy on the goggles and you couldn’t see anything. 

We headed for the smoke bomb about 2% miles out in a saddle of a hill. 
Over the top and through these hills and it seemed to be going up-grade all 
the time in a south easterly direction towards Calif. City. We made a big 
swing up over the ridge and along the high mesa, crossed the Randsburg road 
and went into the foothills that lay to the south of Gailleo Hill. Out of the 
foothills, back across the Randsburg road and we hit a flat desert floor with 
some scattered bushes on it that was as flat and smooth as a dry lake bed. 
That old 250 of mine just didn’t have enough top end to make me happy at 
this point. I honestly believe that you could have gone 100 mph here for about 
3 or 4 miles. A bunch of boys must have been going almost that fast as there 
were a mass of riders wandering around lost up on the side of this high 
desert plateau and when I got there riders were going in all directions trying 
to pick up the trail. 

The liming was lousy here and the rain didn’t help any. But thats why 
they tie ribbon to bushes. I swung left and picked up the ribbon and trail. It 
started back down into the canyons and we hit a cross road that cdme up from 
the pits and made a sharp right and started climbing up to the top of a high 
ridge. There was a check there and then an off-cambered side hill which led 
to a downhill that was spectacular. It went straight down for about 800 feet, 
and you had to make a sharp tum in the bottom in a sandwash that was about 
3 ft. wide. 

Lynn Cole did a number going down and lost his brake arm and he was 
flat getting with it by the time it made the bottom. He lost it and piled up. It 
knocked the wind right out of him, and I could see this poor guy lying down 
there at the bottom of the wash so I was cooling it as I didn't want to lose it 
and run over him. Well, somebody hit me from behind and knocked me tail over 
band box and it was a heat race between me and the machine as to who could 
do the most cartwheels. (I won.) Finally I got organized and got going down 
again on my scooter and when I got to Lynn I stopped to see if he was hurt 
and if I could help. Some of his club members came along and said they would 
take care of him and so I rode on. 

After we got out of the canyons we came into the pits where I stopped for 
gas and to clean my long ago discarded goggles, and “away Silver” on the 
2nd loop. We paralleled the Johannasburg hwy. for about 4 miles only 100 ft. 
away at times and this section was so cobby it was unbelievable. I waited for 
someone to make it down that highway so I could make it with them. Believe 
me it was tempting. Well, everyone around me stayed honest and we took the 
boonies with a grain of salt. 

Soon we started up the long back canyon and old jeep trail that went up 
to Govt. Peak and)we passed by the radar station and started out on the old 
famous section known as the “Al Rodgers” section of the check chase of 
1964. Well this is one enduro part that keeps you on your toes. Along these 
hog backs on top of the highest range of mountains running south west from 
Red Mt. It’s bad enough when dry, but try it when those old granite off- 
cambered side hill slabs are wet with rain! One almost wishes he could sprout 
suction cups on those knobby tires real sudden like, as it do get awful Slickk 


Somehow with luck I made it through and we started down the hog backs 
and finally came to the final downhill section that was really neat and we 
crossed the section of trail that was loop one at check #3 only this time we 
turned left and went up the hill and out along the ridges and finally down the 
hog backs to a wash and even rode a short section of Simi Valley’s national 
hare scrambles from last April. We dropped into a final wash that took us out 
of the mouth of the canyon and to the pits. It was still raining and at certain 
elevations there were traces of snow. Believe me it was fun to ride this 
course and I want to congratulate the So. Cal. bunch for a good run even 
though the winners did not get to chase the live turkeys as there were none. 
Well, better luck next year, boys, on your turkey procurement.

Old man weather knocked out the TT at Ascot last Sunday afternoon so 
the troops will all be back again this Sunday for another try at closing the 
curtain on the 1967 season at the Gardena speed bowl. 

The well worn racing path was a sea of mud that may have made for a 
good show but hardly top caliber racing of the type that we are used to seeing. 


Things will be stepped up this Sun- 
day with the novice heat races starting 
at 1:30 p.m. instead of 2:00 or 2:15 p.m. 
as has been the case in past daytime 
TT races. It will be the last one at 
Ascot until February. 

The indoor races up at San Francisco 
got underway last week with Mert Law- 
will again winning the big one. The 
Frisco Flyer now has won two straight, 
one at Long Beach, one at the Cow 
Palace. 

Up there, they ran all the novice 
riders in the front rows of the heat 
races and the amateurs and experts in 
the second rows. The green plates won 
the majority of the heats but could not 
overcome the experience of the pro’s in 
the big one where expert Swede Savage 
ran second behind Lawwill. 


50% of 40% Up North? 


Frisco has a different payoff setup 
whereby the riders received a $900.00 
purse, The same crowd down at Long 
Beach, under their payoff plan, would 
have paid the riders over $1800.00. Pro- 
moters have to make money to keep 
racing. It is questionable why one pro- 
moter pays one type of purse and the 
other promoter pays another. 

The next racing in So. Calif. will 
find three straight Saturday nights of 
indoor short tracking at Long Beach in 
January and all riders must have a new 
1967 racing license. 

The official applications are now 
available from Columbus so riders are 
urged to get cracking as the time is 
less than a month away. Same price as 
in past years to race for the $$ in the 
AMA. 

Word from Sandy Belond at Carlsbad 
Raceway is that there will be two sports- 
men road races at Carlsbad. The first 
on January 15th, the second on February 
12th, Open to any and all riders, licensed 
or not, on all size machines from 50cc’s 
on through the open classes for the 
big bikes, 


Welcome Pavement Newcomers 


Carlsbad starts its second season of 
cycle road racing and along with it come 
some changes. There will be a new 
short course for machines under 250cc’s. 
Another change will find the 250’s and 
the big bikes being split with one class

The two events will also serve the 
AMA riders as two practice sessions for 
the 1967 Daytona Championships. Look 
for Yamaha, Suzuki and the newly-formed 
Kawasaki team to be out in force for 
final shakedowns, All three teams have 
added and changed some faces for the 
coming campaigns. There will be no 
less than five national road races in ‘67. 

Yamaha will be coming out for next 
season with the new YDS-5 model that 
will be tested at Carlsbad and proved at 
Daytona. Suzuki will use the same ma- 
chines they raced last season while 
Kawasaki is eagerly awaiting shipment 
of their rotary valve 250’s from Japan. 


New Iron From H-D 


H-D has again changed the Sprint 
model for the coming season so all but 
Suzuki will be on new stuff for the 
January 15th go at Carlsbad. 

The 250’s for ‘67 will again be lim- 
ited to a five speed gear box as the 
AMA again voted down the idea of using 
a six speed box, even though it comes 
on production machines. Don’t knock 
the block, Suzuki riders. 

The last TT at Ascot this Sunday 
will decide overall high point rider in 
the expert class between Mulder, Ro- 
mero and Van Leeuwen. The same in 
the amateur class with a two way affair 
between Jim Berry and Rich Thorwald= 
son. A good run for Mike Linthicum in 
the novice class can shoot him past 
leader John Sprague when these two 
take their final lightweight dirt track 
rides as green plate riders. 

A real good article on Bart Markel 
is in the current issue of CYCLE mag- 
azine. We need more stuff like this to 
let people know what a champion is 
really made of and what he thinks. It is 
a good start in the right direction,
